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FOREWORD 


Tuis First Graphic Arts Exhibition of the San Fran- 
cisco Art Association at the Museum establishes a 
new policy in the annual showing of contemporary 
art by the Association. Formerly watercolors, pastels, 
drawings and all types of prints were included in the 
Annual Exhibition, and they were a part of the Fifty- 
fifth Annual held at the opening of the Museum last 
January. Inevitably these mediums have not received 
their due of attention when shown with oils and sculp- 
ture. They are, by their very nature, a more intimate 
form of art, and for complete enjoyment and appre- 
ciation they should be seen by themselves, where their 
peculiar qualities can receive full recognition. For that 
reason this exhibition, devoted to the graphic mediums 
and watercolors, has been instituted this autumn as a 
yearly exhibition to supplement the Annual, which 
will hereafter be given over to painting and sculpture 
only. 

Bay Region and other California artists are well 
represented, though entries from the Middle West 
and East are included. In many instances names 
known for accomplishment in other mediums here 
reveal a new expression or a phase of their art less 
familiar to the local public. Some few names will be 
quite new to Museum visitors. 

Varied points of view in contemporary art are ex- 
emplified in each medium, and the exhibition is inclu- 
sive rather than narrowly specialized to one form of 


current artistic idiom. On the other hand, the work

achievement. 

It is especially fitting that the First Graphic Arts 
Exhibition should occur at the San Francisco Museum 
of Art during its initial year in the new quarters in the
